This week I am on a business trip in Japan and read the following 
"obituary" item in the morning paper... 


"Nagasaki - A radioelegraph station in Isahaya, Nagasaki Prefecture, 


that used only Morse code signals for maritime communications closed on 
Sunday after more than 90 years in operation. 

The station, the la.st of its kind in Japan, was operated by Nippon 
Telegraph and Telephone Corp (NTT). It was closed because modern 
communications systems made it obsolete, NTT officials said. 
Originally located on one of the prefecture's Goto Islands in the East 
China Sea, the station was built by the not-defunct Imperial Japanese 
Navy as a watchtower for enemy ships. 

The tower was equiped to handle Morse code messages in 1903 and it 
received warnings about the approach of the Russia's Baltic Fleet in 
1905 during the Russo-Japanese War. 

In 1908, the center came under the congtrol of the Ministry of Posts. 
It was moved to Isahaya in 1932, and its functions were transferred to 
the supervision of NTT in 1985."

All I can say is, 
"Fools!" 
>From a business case standpoint, it makes sense however: 


1) it costs money to train operators 


2) operators who leave must be replaced by trainees, who need 
training 
3) salaries cost more than automated equipment 
4) Given a higher cost, the number of additional people 
that will be aided via Morse Code is most likely 
to be small, meaning that it's a lot more money 
for a small improvement in performance 


However, if the satellite-based systems were to ever fail, I'm fairly sure 
that nobody will be able to copy the digital signals by ear. 


What's great is that ham radio doesn't follow the business case :) 


Since we do it because we WANT to, for 99.999% of hams it's a losing 
proposition, financially speaking (we're not getting $20/hour plus 
benefits to pound Morse code).

Hi Steve. I am sending this to the List, too... 


As for using the tip nuts pressed against the body of the connector, I 
would have to dig up the original article, but I saw in the ARRL "Hints & 
Kinks" book about 20 years ago. 


What you do is run the full current through the connector, and the 
highest resistance in the "line" heats up first, this being the braid and 
adapter. The whole shell gets VERY hot and the solder flows nicely into 
all the nooks and crannies. 


I still need to remove the cad-plate on the cheap connectors. I use a 
Dremel Moto-tool with a Scotchbrite (tm) wheel that I cut from a pad. I 
attach it to the sanding disk mandrel and it takes the plating off ina 
couple of quick passes. I wear a dust & fume mask as cadnium is not good 
to breathe or ingest. 


Tinning the connector is not needed with this method as lond as the 


plating is removed to shiny brass.

I replied privately to David, not knowing that the LCD/LED question was as 
important as it certain now appears to be. 


Although I shall not design the generator (but be a grateful user if/when 
it emerges), there does appear to be a design challenge in this 
department. 


If the chips involved are AC pick-up sensitive--as I have been told in the 
past that they are--then operation of the generator might have to be via 
battery, with perhaps a charging mode between uses for Ni-Cads or the 
like. Battery drain might make a full spread of LEDs for all digits from 
10s of MHz down to single Hz (or whatever might be reasonable in that 
range) very current hungry compared to LCD displays--and thus shorten the 


useful period for any given test session between charges. 


Obviously, ingenious ways to cut LED current drain, equally ingenious ways 
to eliminate the AC sensitivity of the chips, or some combination of these 
two and other measures might well make the brighter, 
less-erroneous-reading prone LEDs feasible. My old eyes hope so, but will 
accept LCD if all the key electronic functions are incorporated in an 
otherwise solid unit. 


Up until 6 months ago, some elevators in my building (office) still used 
the old tubes. I think they rewired the elevators when they could no 
longer get the tubes, not as reported to add enunciators for blind users 
of the building. When the switching would go sour, as it often did, 
combinations of numbers and partials made up some interesting 3-D 
geometric patterns.

I finally perfected my technique this year. I would add 
that there is some coax that is unsolderable, due to the 
low melting point of the foam dielectric, which then comes 
through the braid, making a gooey, unsolderable mess. 

I think it was older Tandy stuff. I threw it out. 


Tinning the braid is the key. Go easy, just enough solder 
to stick the wires together. Too much means you won't 
be able to get it into the connector. 


And make sure to screw those internal threads on the 
PL-259 onto the jacket of the coax. That makes a dandy 
strain relief/seal! 


Now, can anyone help me figure out how to do a neat 
job on the RG-58 reducer? If I solder the braid 

to the reducer, it's too thick to thread into the 

plug. If I put the reducer/braid in without soldering, 
it all bunches up as I screw it in. Too little braid 


and not much space between the reducer and the PL-259 
seems to be the problem. I tend to bail out, and crimp 
a BNC onto the RG-58, then use an adapter :-) 


Oh, and when you're buying SO-239s? Make sure you buy 
good ones. I have been replacing the cheap ones Heathkit 
used because they no longer grip the center pin.

I'll have to admit, the tiny 2 line by 8 character LCD I used on my

The main advatage to an LCD display is thier ease of use, combined 
with the ability to spell out words. Low power consumption and thier 
ready availablitly are also an asset. For some reason, they get a lot 
of extra money for a back lighted LCD module, but is most likely 
worth it, as it makes them a lot easier to read. 


LED displays have to be built up from scratch. This means another 
circuit board and driver circuits. Probably also need a bank of LED 
lights for annucitators. Not a real big deal, but it does add to the 
over all complexity and cost of the unit. 


Well, it sounds like I should get back to the PLL based sig gen I 
started working on, what, a year ago now. It looks like 400 KHz to 64 
MHz in 1 Khz steps will be the easiest to do. I'm also planing on an 
optional analog sweep board and AD log detector, for sweeping filters 
and seeing the responce on a scope.

RE: The NC20 location and mounting of the tuning pot: 


I noticed on my prototype, that it is critical to get the pot to mount 
flush with the edge of the PCB, since it helps hold the front panel in 
place. Be sure to have the front panel square to the PCB before mounting 
and soldering the lugs of the 10 turn pot (or the single turn pot, and 
the volume and RIT pot for that matter). 


I mounted the volume and RIT pots first, since they will "give" a little, 
and you can get their lugs to shift a little in the PCB when you re-heat 
them, if necessary. Try to get the front panel exactly at a right angle 
to the PCB before doing the final soldering on all the pots. You may or 
may not need to use washers behind the front panel for the tuning pot, 
1-turn *xorx 10-turn, to get it flush with the panel and PCB edge. I have 
only seen the prototype I built so far, so I am not certain about what 
hardware is included in the final kits, and some of you may have 
different brands of pots, too. 


In fact, you can and should use this method on the rear panel as well, 
Since it also needs to be flush and square to the PCB. Mount only one or 
two connectors on the rear of the PCB to begin with, then examine the 
rear panel squareness to the PCB. You can apply a little pressure to the 
panel and/or PCB when only one or two connectors are fitted to them, and 
then use your soldering iron to re-heat the solder joints in order to 
allow the panel-to-PCB mounting come out just right. 


Pardon me if this has been well covered in the final manual - I haven't 
looked at it yet. Just use care, and take your time to get the 
connectors, controls, etc., all square and flush on the front and back 
panels. The result will be a perfect fitting case and sturdy mounting of 
all the attachment points. 


On the K2: 


I have spent a lot of time reading the manual placed on Elecraft's web 
page over the weekend. I must say it is most impressive, and Eric and 
Wayne deserve a huge amount of praise for all the excellent documentation 
and detail they have put into the K2. That kind of work speaks for 
itself. To their credit, they did not hesitate to allow us all to inspect 
the rig, inside and out. A new standard has been set in ham radio by 
Elecraft, and the amount of work spent on this project must have been 
just incredible. We all owe these fellows a great deal of respect and 
credit for what they have accomplished. 


No, I'm not on the evaluation list for the K2. But after what I've seen 
on the web page, I'm certainly saving up to get one of my own! Download 


the full manual and drool for yourself! ;-) http://www.elecraft.com 


There are many ingenious engineering ideas in this rig, and you'll see 
them when you look over the schematic and read the theory of operation. 
The design seems to strike a balance between cost, complexity and 
function, while at the same time creating a fresh new piece of equipment 
that isn't made by any of the commercial companies. You could say the k2 
was "made to order" for QRP-L members, but there will certainly be much 
demand for this rig by the rest of the ham community. 


This is ham radio at its finest, and I wish Eric and Wayne great success 
with their products, current and future. Great job, guys! :-)

I have done this many times. You will be surprised how easy it is. You will 
need access to a drill press. Your tool is a piece of brass or steel tubing 
with an outside diameter close to the desired hole size. I am not sure that 
the wall thickness on tubing available from model airplane hobby shops is 
great enough, but give it a try. You will also need an abrasive filled 
silicon grease mix such as is made by Clover and available from most 
industrial supply 

stores. 600 grit will probably do the job. Try McMaster-Carr if you can't 
find it locally. Place the tube in the drill chuck, apply paste to it, and 
hand feed it with light to moderate pressure. Let the abrasive do the work, 
not the tool. Add more paste, occasionally. It takes a bit of time depending 
on your glass thickness, but, if you are careful and patient, it will make a 
clean, chip-free hole. Regular (green tinted) plate glass will drill much 


more quickly than optical glasses or some tempered glasses--some of those 
are very hard.

No Joy in Mudville Tonight: 


I thought I was successfull in modifying my 38 Special for 5 watts. I did 
the mods, looked at the output on a scope and adjusted TC2 for the 
cleanest signal I could see on my scope (not very bright an image and hard 
to get the scope to lock on it). Yes, I did terminate to a 50 ohm dummy 
load but didn't measure output power. 


I keyed it at least a couple dozen times with no problem and assumming 
success I moved on to the Tick Mod. 


When completed, I fired up the rig (tick seemed to be working) and finally 
ran the signal through a swr/power meter before terminating into a dummy 
load. To my surprise, the power meter did not budge. I keyed it in tune 
mode (not more than 3 seconds) and all of a sudden ZAP... Now no response 
other than big time noise. I can safely assume a short and should 
probably start looking at VR1 the 7808 voltage regulator first. I'm still 
new at troubleshooting and any suggestions would be greatly appreciated. 
Could the problem have been caused by the IRF 510 transistor. Can I check 
the IRF 510 and the 7808 with a DVM like I would do with a bipolar NPN or 
PNP?

Loren Windom's antenna has been written up in QST many times. It is 
seen in two versions, one using a single wire feed and a sorta windom 
using 300 onm twin lead. I used a twin lead fed windom from 1956 to 
1958 as a Novice and General in Ohio. It ran from the front of our 
house to the middle of the barn. I could realy work anything I heard 
with it! I even worked California on 80 CW as a Novice! 


The measurements that stick in my mind are a 135 (or 137) foot flat top 
broken into 95 and 42 feet sections and fed with twin lead. The 
dimensions aer not a mystery. As I said in a private post, you ought to 
find them in any ARRL Handbook fo the tube era. 


I say build it. The $145 price tag is almost more than my Novice 
station and antenna included.

For my introduction to propogation prediction software, I've 
chosen MINIPROP. Before I get to the specific question, let 
me ask this... What do you guys think of MINIPROP? Is it 
good (for shareware, at least)? And, yes, I know it has just 
a plain ol' text user interface, but (believe it or not) I 
very much prefer those. That much, I know I like about it, 
already. Even beyond the fact that it runs just great on any 
old computer (even the ones so obsolete that you may not even 
have to pay any actual money to take one off someone's hands), 
I also just plain like that look and feel. So...anyhow... 
How good are the predictions from MINIPROP? 


And more specifically... you can give MINIPROP either the 
current sunspot number, or the current solar flux. If you 
give it flux, it converts it internally into an equivalent 
sunspot number, according to a formula (in its documentation). 


So... which is better to use? The sunspot number, or the 
solar flux? 


Also, the program's documentation recommends using an average 
of the last few days' values when entering solar flux or 
sunspot numbers. Their reason for doing so sounds reasonable, 
so I'm sure it's the right thing to do. But how many days 
should I average? 


Is there any other advice anyone would like to offer about 
how to use MINIPROP, or about other shareware or freeware 
propogation prediction programs to try?

My two pence on this: 


I prefer a mailinglist to a Usenet newsgroup for several reasons. As it 
is, I've not had too much trouble with filtering (and that's with being on 
six separate mailinglists on this account, getting 120+ messages/day :)... 


I worked, on one of my other "hats", for a goodly five years on volunteer 
basis just trying to keep Usenet usable. I have pretty much decided it's 
a losing battle, at least the way Usenet is set up now...I'll list the 
main reasons for this: 


1) Pretty much, if you want a group with decent propogation, you have to 
go with a "big 8" newsgroup. This is a process that requires at least 
100 people, 67 "yes" votes, two months of proposals and a month of 
actually voting for the thing, and NO end of frustration. And if one 
loses, well, you have to wait six months before it can be proposed 
again...and you can't do stuff like post ballots on qrp-1l or the whole 
thing will be thrown out... :P 


As for alt.x, forget it. Alt.* has been abused so much that news sites 
rarely (if ever) carry new alt.* groups unless they are specifically 
requested. This goes xdoublex for university/educational sites, which 
have (more often than not) shut off newgroups for alt.* altogether or 
have dropped the entire hierarchy (this is Bad for a ham radio group, 
especially ones trying to attract young new blood into the hobby). 


2) Usenet is having really, really severe problems with spam and with 
outright denial of service attacks. There is literally so much spam 
that news admins issuing cancels and "NoCeM messages" (kind of like 
kill-files for spam that a news server can honor) cannot keep up on 
several groups; "cancel moratoriums" done to convince admins to go to 
NoCeMs have literally broken Usenet in several countries in past. 

The present estimate of spam-related traffic on Usenet is something 
like 60% of all messages (cancels, spams, NoCeMs, etc.); it has been 

as high as 80%. (This is even higher than binary erotica groups, which 
in less spamaceous days had the honour of being the highest bandwidth 
use on Usenet.) 


Even worse, there are actual groups of...what I would best term as 
young juvenile-delinquents in training whom take an absurd pleasure 

in deliberately and maliciously wrecking groups for the sheer "fun" 

of it. At the very least, one might one day have the regular gang of 
trolls from rec.radio.* come waltzing in and starting the Eternal 
Flamewars on whether CW should be dropped entirely, etc. etc. (you 
think qrp-l is unreadable? Try rec.radio.amateur.policy sometime :P); 
at the very worst, you will have the newsgroup targeted by an organised 
group that will do anything and everything (including deliberate group 
flooding, revenge spams against regulars of the group xand any family 


members onlinex, forged "rmgroup" (group removal) messages, and 
"Hipcrime supercedes attacks" (VERY nasty attacks where all the posts 
in a group are replaced, via forged "supercedes" messages, with 

random garbage; often they further forge the information in the header 
to implicate third parties, just like in the revenge spams). 


It is literally so bad on Usenet right now that it is suggested to 
folks wanting to create new groups that the newsgroups be moderated. 
(I will note, however, that moderation of newsgroups will NOT protect 
you against Hipcrime supercedes attacks.) 


3) Thanks in part to 1) and 2), and thanks in part to ISPs not letting 
their users know about the "house rules" of Usenet, the general content 
that is left on Usenet has gone straight down the toilet. Again, I 
invite folks to look at any of the unmoderated groups in rec.radio.x 
for examples of this (and yes, this includes the xswap groups*, even). 


It doesn't help that there are an increasing number of ISPs that will 
not do much to users committing net.abuse, either. (At least one 
Usenet news provider--a fairly large seller of news-only accounts 
called Altopia--literally refuses to do anything about any misbehaviour 
of its users without a court order. Altopia has become a fairly large 
source of net.abuse, because the site also drops most identifying info 
from its headers that could be used in tracing. (The site does NOT 
bill itself as an anonymous posting service, btw.)) 


Pretty much because of these reasons, anyone who still wants to keep a 
usable forum has either gone to mailinglists or gone to more secure 
"alternatives" to Usenet like the net.* hierarchy. (The latter is, I 
think, a good picture of where Usenet will have to go to eliminate its 
major problems. For more info, see http://www.usenet2.org. ) 


Even email-Usenet links are largely dying; pretty much mail2news gateways 
no longer exist (thanks to spammers and flooders abusing them, as well as 
folks using them to get third parties mailbombed), mailinglists that have 
been relayed by bit.listserv.* are being shut down one by one due to both 
Usenet's own troubles and spammers using these lists as a source of 
"spammable" email addresses (the latest casualties--WX-CHASE, WX-TALK, and 
skywarn-1), and posting for non-subscribers in bit.listserv.* is pretty 
much a thing of the past. 


Suffice it to say I like the list just fine. :)

When I called to find out what kind of wire, insulators, etc they use, I 
concluded based on my own experience with it, that the 14ga. stranded in that 
stretch with those heavy balun and choke will need maintenance after a couple 
of winters in NY, (and let me underscore New York before a new thread is born 
:)) if hung by the ends with no center (?) support. 

What I recommend from them, is the 13ga. black jacketed copperclad (be sure you 
tin and cover all exposed bare wire, it's easy...), and their $4.00 insulators 
if you decide to build it yourself. Or if you are a QRP only operator, go fora 
lighter wire and lighter duty baluns . 

Again, the reason for the stronger wire is only mechanical and for the 


insulators, just better dielectric material and longer that what they provide 
with their antenna. 

And don't be intimidated by the "Dedicated Matching Transformers"...they are 
only a 4:1 balun and a HD choke, (if the latter really needed).

Ah, deja vu.... This topic came up several years back; I believe it may 
have been during the time we were on netcom.com, having just left think.com 
when their host company (Thinking Machines) went into Chapter 11. As I 
recall, think.com had a daily digest function but netcom.com did not and we 
lost a lot of people over that. They couldn't handle the traffic load of a 
live list, and needed the daily digests to help them manage it. (Remember, 
this was in the days when we said "Wow! Forty posts a day! This is great!" 
Nowadays, it's more like "Thank God, there were only 40 posts today!") 


Eventually someone contacted me and offered to let us use lehigh.edu, and I 
quickly pointed them to Chuck and the rest is history. At lehigh.edu, we 
once again had a daily digest and that helped us get back a lot of the 
people we had lost. But while we were at netcom.com, without it, the mail 
flew fast and long about various options and one of those was to make it a 
newsgroup instead of a mail reflector. One of the points against having a 
newsgroup is the unlimited access--anyone with a keyboard can get into it 
and post to it, and someone pointed out that would open us to the wolves. 
Let's face it, there are people out there with a hatred of QRP, and if we 
had open access, we could get a lot of harassment and heckling and 
downright hate mail from them and the QRP forum could degenerate like other 
newsgroups have. As a mail reflector, we can exercise some control over 
who is allowed to post, and to ban people when warranted. 


As for the huge flow of traffic, I discovered the daily digest years ago 
and it's a lifesaver. A single (but huge) e-mail once a day with all the 
traffic from the last 24 hours bundled into it. Download, save to disk, 
read later offline at your convenience. Unfortunately, in my case, that 
usually turned out to be weeks later a lot of times :-) A really nice 
thing about the daily digest is that it contains an indexed table of 
contents at the top--you can scan that and page down to the postings that 
interest you and ignore the rest. You do have the drawback of not getting 
it live, which can lock you out of some of the for-sale offers--by the time 
you read it, it's long gone. 


I knew of the existence of the html archives for quite some time, but only 
started using it a few months ago--and now I'm not going back to the daily 
digests! It's the greatest thing since sliced bread; covers about the last 
3 days of traffic, all on one listing, and best of all, it's hyperlinked. 
You don't have to page down to the ones of interest--just click on the 
entry in the table of contents and it jumps you down to that posting. Hit 
the <back> button to return to the ToC and keep going.

Hi good friends, 
I've been looking all around for this very simple noise 


cancelling network. The appliances around the house have 
worn my patience very thin and am thinking of experimenting 


with some form of noise cancelling. 


I searched and found one or two circuits on the web, but the 
one that lurked in the back of my mind, having seen it once 
before, could not be located once again. 


Well, I found it. I have been reading the Lowfer 'Scrapbook' 
in my spare time and tuned in over the weekend. It is a fine 
general information book on Lowfer operating and regulation and 
included numerous building techniques etc... 


Of pertinence here is the Noise cancelling network contained. 


Three tuned circuits. Three identical value inductors, two 
360 P£ and one 600 pF capacitors. 


The antenna inputs are: Station Antenna, Noise antenna. 
The output is to your RX. 


All three tuned circuits are simple series tuned inductor 

and capacitor to ground. Basically the Station antenna and 

RX circuits are peaked on the incoming signal, then the Station 
antenna is disconnected and the NOISE antenna connected, and 
the Noise tuned circuit, with the 600 pF capacitor is peaked on 
the noise signal (I think). The values quoted here are for 

the LOWFER band below the AM BC band, so values will be smaller 
for higher bands. 


In use, both antennas are connected and final tweaking is performed 
to create a 20 dB or better null on the noise or QRM signal. 


All coupling is by proximity (Mutual coupling) of the inductors and 
it is suggested that the capacitors are at the grounded end of the 
tuned circuit instead fot the inductors simply for mechanical stability. 


Of course this is just for RX, and not for TX, but hopefully someone 
will find this information useful or report on their experience with 
similar HOMEBREW, Simple circuits that most can afford :)

A while back, someone (thanks much) pointed me to the use of filters to 
manage the QRP-L message list. I set up a filter to move all QRP-L 
messages to a folder. This folder opens up behind my regular message list. 

I scan the folder contents, read what I want, respond if I choose, move to 
archive, and or delete. 


This approach gives me the flexibility of individual messages and the 
functionality of the digest. Also, you can set up extra filters to filter 


out messages you prefer to not see. Works great -- try it.
